He pointed out the only possible course, which’ 
was for the missionaries themselves to search, 
for and purchase property, while the local officials 
would suppress all disturbances and opposition, 
Still the time for purchasing, property did not 
seem favourable, it being impossible {o persuade 
any one that the nromise of the: officials was 
worth. anything. When there appeared’ the 
prevent Governer,'who was recoghized as a, man 
af courage and progress, the"same question of 
a favourable time was broached. He, however, 
replied that {or him to:contribute money to a’ 
flood cause was casy, but that the people of Shan- 
tung were a suspicious class and might so trans- 
fornv'his good intents as to make them appzar as 
‘had, He therefore indicated a course, similar to 
that of his predecessor, viz. that the missionarics 
‘should themselves purchase the property, while 
the officials would suppress all opposition and 
render protection, Later on, for.some, reason, a 
-special Depuly.was sent ta call on one of the 
missionaries and to inform him that the Governor, 
and all the other officials would contribute to the 
hospital fund, only that the.missionary should 
first ofall purchase the property. Thus it came 
to pass that ata most favourable time and under 
fullest, sanction property was purchased ; and 
then it came to pass that the Governor and other 
officials. more ond more, ignored their own 
promises, until now they also disobey the open 
instructions ofthe Tsung-li Yamén and make 


slight of any action ofthe United States’ Minister. 


To failto carry this case’ through, till justice 
is done and protection given.and honour main- 
tained, appeats to alla course of folly and danger. 
The Chinese in the Province the last year have 
forgotten the proper made even ef yielding. 
They seem inclined to adopt full restriction and 
seclusion,’ - Property is not now the only, trouble ; 
rather ppen defiance to law on the part of the 
gentry, and unconcern, if not disobedience, on 
the’ part of the officials, Be it remembered that 
the first: riot that was raised last year was 
against 9 native Christian for purchasing a small, 
house for the use of hi? mother, whose home 
had been swept away by the flood, and that he 
was forced to give up his, deeds, the Taotai 
saying to one'of the American missionaries, 
“There is-no way to protect the Chinese.”
